It is about 300 miles north of 
London on a narrow coastal 
plain. 

The plant uses ordinary urani- 
um metal as fuel. British scien- 
tists, as well as American and 
Russian, are planning “hotter” 
reactors using enriched 
uranium.

INSTRUCTION AIDED

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 17 
(AP)—Safety instructions to 
passengers and trained flying 
personnel brought the Pan 
American strato-clipper’s pas- 
sengers to a safe landing in mid- 
Pacific yesterday. The plane 
broke in two and sank.

IS CHARGED WITH 
MURDER OF WIFE 


Missing Ex-St. Louisan 
Indicted at Los An- 
geles— Woman Van- 
ished Last Year” ~

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 17— 
The search for L. Ewing Scott, 
former St. Louisan, was intensi- 
fied today with the issuance of 
a bench warrant for his arrest 
on murder charges growing out 
of the mysterious disappeurance 
of his wealthy wife, Mrs. Evelyn 


Throsby Scott, who vanished 
May 16, 1955. 

Scott, 60 years old, has been | 
a fugitive for nearly six months. | 
Investigators have reported that 
he crossed the border into Can- 
ada last May 14 after disappear- 
ing from his home here to 
escape prosecution on grand 
theft and forgery charges in 
connection with the $650,000 
estate of his missing wife, who | 
was 64. 

A suave, well-mannered man 
who protested his innocence up 
to the day of his disappearance, 
Scott was trailed by authorities 
to a motel 55 miles north of 
Toronto, Canada, before the 
trail turned cold. Records | 
showed that he registered al 
the motel last July 15. 

Moved Throughout Canada. 

Prior to that, authorities here 
said, Scott apparently had lived 
in exclusive hotels throughout 
Canada, under assumed names. 

When Scott failed to show up 
in court last May on the forgery 
and grand theft indictments, 
Superior Judge Herbert V. 
Walker ordered his $25,000 bail | 
forfeited. The indictment for 
murder was returned by a 
grand jury in Judge Walker's 
court yesterday when the case 
was reconsidered at the request 


The district attorney's office 
explained that a provision in 
the British- American extradi- 
tion treaty of 1889 made it ad- 
visable to submit the Scott case 
to the grand jury on the mur- 
der angle. 

Provision of Treaty. 

The treaty provision would 
have made it impossible for 
Scott to be tried in this coun- | 
try, if apprehended in Canada | 
or any other British Dominion, 
for any crime other than the | 
ones for which he had been in- | 
dicted. Thus, if extradited, Scott 
would have been subject only | 
to trial for grand theft and. 
forgery. | 

The exact provision reads: 


“No person surrendered by or 


to either country is triable or 
may be tried for any offense 
committed prior to his extradi- 

tion other than the offense for 

which he was surrendered, un- 

til he shall have had the oppor- 

tunity of returning to the coun- | 
try from which he was extra- 

dited.” 

Witnesses before the grand 
jury yesterday included Sher- 
iff's Sgt. Ward Hallinan, who 
had conducted an unsuccessful 
search for Scott in Canada; 
Cecil Luskin, a court clerk, who 
testified that Scott had forfeited | 
his bond by failing to appear 
for arraignment on the earlier 
charges, and Don Mire, a hand- 
writing expert for the district 
attorney's office, who testified 
that the signature on an appli- 
cation at Port Huron for a 30- 
day pass into Canada was that 
of Scott.

FLINT, Mich., Oct. 17 (AP)— 
Former Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York last night de- 
scMbed Adlai Stevenson's pro- 
posal to seek an international 
agreement to halt H-bomb tests 
as “an invitation to national 
suicide.” 

Dewey also hit at the Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee's 
suggestion that discontinuance 
of the military draft in the 
foreseeable future, when i 
sistent with the national se- 
curity, should be considered. 

“He has not yet explained,” 
said Dewey, “what would pre- 
vent the whole world from fall- 
ing to the Reds if we had 
neither military manpower nor | 
the best nuclear weapons and 
he never can explain it.” 

‘Welter of Double Talk.’ 

Dewey, twice the Republican 
ptesidential nominee in _ the 
1940s, said.in a speech over | 
the ABC television and radio | 
networks: 

“The Democratic .candidate | 
for President issued another, | 
revised edition of his views on 
how to stop testing the H-bomb 
and still stay alive. 

“Out of a welter of double 
talk one thing is clear: He still 
wants to stop testing H-bombs 
in the hope the Russians would 
stop too. \ 

“After hearing that speech I 
imagine you share my feeling 
of relief that this problem is 
in the firm, experienced hands 
of Dwight Eisenhower.” 

In calling the Stevenson pro- | 
pasal a “new, amended ver- | 
sion,” Dewey said: 

“He has changed it five | 
times now, and it still adds up | 
to the same. It is still an invi- 
thtion to national suicide.” 

Speaking at a Republican box | 
supper rally here, 25 miles from | 
his boyhood home of Owosso, | 
Dewey continued: 

“As everybody knows, the 
Eisenhower Administration is 
continuously seeking genuinely | 
safe ways to disarm the atom | 
and turn its whole force to 
peaceful work. 

‘Way to Slavery or War.’ 

“But for America to abandon 
nuclear tests Without foolproof | 
inspection on both sides would | 
scarcely be the way to peace. 
It would be the way to slavery 
or war.” 

Dewey said America’s allies 
“shudder at the thought that 
one of our great political parties 
might even consider stripping 
America of its military 
strength,” 

He said Stevenson had asked 
if the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion ever had had a new idea 
at home or abroad. 

“The first idea put into opera- | 
tion by this Administration,” | 
Dewey said, “is that we can 
have prosperity and full employ- | 
ment without having Americans | 
dying on foreign soil to pay for |

WO POLITICAL newcom-

The Right to Discuss 

It is disquieting that 10 nuclear scientists of 
the California Institute of Technology have been 
rebuked by university officials for issuing a 
statement supporting the view that the United 
States ought to take the initiative in attempting 
to halt hydrogen bomb tests. 

The chairman of the university trustees, Al- 
bert B. Ruddock, says that the statement of the 
10 scientists ‘was “clearly political in character.” 

If it was clearly political then it may be won- 
dered why the political affiliations of the sign- 
ers showed that some who joined in the state- 
ment were Republicans. Were the Republicans 
and the Democrats, among the signers, being po- 
litical in the same way at the same time? 

Chairman Rutidock adds rather than removes 
confusion by saying also that California Insti- 
tute of Technology “stands squarely behind the 
policies of the Government.” Since when is it 
non-political to agree but political to disagree? 

Dr. Barry Wood Jr., vice president of the 
Johns Hopkins Medical Institutions, paid high 
tribute, in his lecture in connection with Jewish 
hospital Monday night, to Theodore Puck, head 
of the biophysics department at the University 
of Colorado. Dr. Wood credited the Coloradoan 
with pioneering studies relating to the genetics 
of individual mammalian cells, which make pos- 
sible for the first time the same kinds of studies 
on individual mammalian cells that bacteriolo- 
gists have made on species of bacteria. 

Dr. Puck, so the former Washington Univer- 
sity doctor reported, has applied his method to 
“a fascinating analysis of the mechanism of 
action of ionizing radiation upon human tissue 
cells.” Here, said Dr. Wood, “is a medical scien- 
tist—by training a physicist rather than a physi- 
cian—probing directly at the very secrets of 
life. itself.” 

Yet this same Dr. Puck in 1955 warned that 
the fallout from atomic tests in Nevada could 
not be ignored by persons concerned with pub- 
lic safety and for this warning he was attacked 
by Gov. Johnson of Colorado as a “publicity 
seeking professor.” 

It has never been an answer-to say that a 
subject cannot or must not be discussed. The 
hydrogen bomb is & most important fact in the 
world and what to do about it is one of the 
gravest of our problems. Mankind has no alter- 
native to thinking about it and discussing it with 
utmost seriousness—if mankind is to survive. 

For political leaders to try to shut off free 
exchange of ideas is bad enough. But it is worse 
to have university administrators rebuke their 
scientists—their seekers after truth—because 
they speak out from their laboratories on a sub- 
ject that weighs heavily on their corisciences, 
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First Blow to the Junketeers 

The veil of secrecy that has for years con- 
cealed the Congressional passenger lists of the 
Government-owned Panama Line has at last 
been torn away. The Panama Line directors are 
to be applauded for this action. It not only 
puts an end to some celebrated junketeering in 
the Caribbean but it also could be a first step 
toward eliminating the abuse in other areas 
where it has been tolerated on a far greater 
scale. 

It may well be that President Eisenhower's 
press conference statement last Thursday signify- 
ing disapproval of the secrecy led the Panama 
Line to act. If so, it should not be long before 
similar publicity action is taken in other areas. 
But Congressmen with legitimate travel interests 
need have no worry. 

The Defense Department, heing beholden to 
Congressmen, has long refused to make any pub- 
lic accountings of improper uses made of mili- 
tary planes. The State Department, most diplo- 
matically, has refused to render accounting of 
congressional use of counterpart funds. Con- 
gressional committees have maintained silence 
when other phases of junketeering have attract- 
ed wide attention. 

Which one of these groups will be next to 
separate junketeers from legitimate travelers? 


AEC’s Opportunity 

In granting a public safety hearing on its 
approval of a construction permit for an atomic 
power plant near Detroit, the Atomic Energy 
Commission is fulfilling a manifest obligation to 
the people. Serious doubts regarding the safety 
of the proposed plant have been raised. The 
particular kind of reactor which a syndicate 
headed by Detroit Edison proposes to build is 
one of the most dangerous and unpredictable 
in the entire category. The cities of Toledo and 
Windsor, Ont., which al8e..would be in the 
danger zone in event of an uncontainable ex- 
plosion, are vitally concerned as well as Detroit. 

The Atomie Energy Commission has not had 
much contact with the public it serves. Some 
of its contacts, like the Dixon-Yates debacle, 
have produced less than favorable impressions. 
The impression has grown that the commission 
is high-handed and that it is becoming in- 
creasingly embroiled in partisan politics, from 
which it should be keeping completely free. 

The hearings, starting at Washington Nov. 13, 
will give the commission an opportunity to 
reassure the public concerning its fairness, its 
independence, and its recognition that it is 
finally answerable to the people it serves. 
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Foreboding About City Hospitals 

Testimony given to the aldermanic committee 
investigating the city hospitals—and no doubt 
also to the committee of professionals making an 
investigation at the request of Mayor Tucker— 
suggests that the situation may be more serious 
than has been generally supposed. 

The aldermanic committee heard not only that 
City hospital's. pathology laboratory “positively 
would not” have lost its accreditation last July 
if funds had been available for the employment 
of technicians, but also that the Missouri State 
Nursing Association “is threatening to withdraw 
its approval of the nurses’ training program if 
the nursing shortage is not alleviated.” Both 
statements were made by Dr. Cyril Costello, 
chief of staff, who called the nursing service 
“the worst in any hospital I have ever seen any- 
where in the world.” 

Miss Frances Vetter, director of nursing, said 
that she had been authorized to employ more 
nurses but had not been given. money to do so— 
even though she twice appeared before the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment to press 
her appeal. Sometimes, she said, only one nurse 
is available for 120 patients; and she added that 
she had told Mrs. Edward G. Brungard, director 
of public welfare, that patients were not being 
fed properly, that there were not enough nurses 
even to give them a drink of water. For lack of 


funds, opportunities to hire mere nurses had to - 


be passed up; and nurses were leaving because 
there was no pay differential for night duty and 
in the psychiatric division, 

These are very specific complaints backing up 
the general charge that budgetary considerations 
are being put ahead of patient care. If true, 
they should be subject to quick verification by 
the Mayor's committee of doctors, nurses and 
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hospital administrators, The withdrawal of ac 
creditation raises a feeling of foreboding in this 
respect. It suggests that hospital standards are 
deteriorating. It raises the question why this 
situation was’ not met earlier and decisively. 
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Rescue by Weather Ship 

With two of the four engines of his airlifer 
out, Capt. Richard Ogg had a difficult decision 
to make in the dark morning hours midway be- 
tween Honolulu and San Francisco. The lives of 
30 other persons depended on his decision. 

The Pan American World Airways Strato 
clipper could be ditched near the Coast Guard 
Cutter Ponchartrain riding below on its weather 
reporting station or Capt. Ogg could fly on in 
hope of reaching San Francisco. The waves were 
rough and the fate of a land-based plane ditching 
in the ocean was precarious, Yet if he headed for 
San Francisco there was the ce that his 
other two engines might fail and then he would 
have to ditch whether a ship was near or not. 
He knew the men on the Ponchartrain were well 
equipped and trained for just such rescue work 
as seemed imminent. 

So he decided to orbit over the cutter until 
conditions for ditching improved. He flew almost 
as long as it would have taken to reach San 
Francisco and then he ditched in swells running 
three to four feet high. Capt. Ogg made a good 
landing but his plane broke in half. He and his 


crew skillfully got their passengers onto life: 


rafts. The Coast Guard lifeboats speedily came 
alongside. Five minutes after the 31 were all in 
the lifeboats the airliner sank. 

The odds had been bad but this was a happy 
ending. No lives lost and no one injured. How 
different the story might have been! If the 
Coast Guard weather ship had not been at hand, 
the prospect certainly would have been desperate. 

There are 10 such weather reporting and air- 
sea rescue stations in the Atlantic between the 
United States and Europe. Fourteen of the 25 
ships used in manning these stations since 1947 
have been American. The State Department, 
which has charge of America’s contribution in 
this service, ordered all American ships with- 
drawn from this service in 1953 on the ground 
it was too costly. Most fortunately, protests 
finally resulted in a reversal of this unwise de- 
cision that was based on penny-pinching. 

The rescue Tuesday in the Pacific, added to 
those in the Atlantic in recent years, is dramatic 
proof of the value of the little ships on weather 
and air-sea rescue service in both oceans. 
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Poor Year for Dictators 

This fatal year for Latin American dictator- 
ships has seen the exit, one way or another, of 
Peron in Argentina, Somoza in Nicaragua and 
Odria in Peru. And it has spelled trouble for 
the Perez Jimenez military dictatorship in boom- 
ing Venezuela. 

Under a constitution prepared by the dictator- 
ship’s own Assembly, President Perez Jimenez’s 
term is supposed to end in 1958, there are sup- 
posed to be elections in 1957, and there is sup- 
posed to be a new election law as promised by 
the Government in 1956. 

In 1952, however, the Government permitted 
a free election on the thought that by controlling 
both politics and the press it was certain to 
win. But the first returns showed a heavy anti- 
government trend, so censorship was quickly im- 
posed and the regime declared itself re-elected. 

Once again there seems to be considerable 
suppressed opposition to Perez Jimenez and au- 
tocracy in general. Despite profits from Ameri- 
can oil and iron developments, some Venezue- 
lans wonder if the 50-50 split of those profits 
between home country and foreign developer is 
fair, or if the benefits reach enough of the peo- 
ple. To the cry against dictatorship there is added 
the cry against “colonialism.” 

Venezuelans are not ready to predict free 
elections which permit the dictatorship to bow 
out. But the Perez Jimenez Government is stuck 
with a commitment which, kept or unkept, can 
only embarrass it. 
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Aid With a Fringe on Top 

Subsidized athletics in the Big Ten Conference 
have reached a point where the member schools 
are not so much worried about pure amateurism 
as about pure professionalism. If the present 
trend continues, a conference committee reports, 
the distinction between college and professional 
sports “will become so invisible that public sup- 
port will shift to the latter.” 

This once-secret report “was prepared by a 
committee under Commissioner K. L. (Tug) 
Wilson and including two former football 
coaches, Athletic Directors Ivy Williamson of 
Wisconsin and Fritz Crisler of Michigan. If any- 
body knows about subsidized athletics, it is foot- 
ball coaches. 

“Each conference school,” their report says, 
“is on a definite ‘order’. basis.” This means that 
the schools bid against each other for promising 
athletes. Naturally the price has gone up. And 
the trouble arises from rules which were sup- 
posed to limit athletic assistance but do no 
such thing. 

Big Ten rules establish a sliding scale of scholar- 
ship aid depending on an athlete’s grade record. 
But no limit is set on what athletes may earn 
for themselves, and so they have béen encour- 
aged to “earn” remarkable sums indeed, plus 
fringe benefits from devoted alumni. 

The Western Conference could, of course, re- 
turn to the amateurism of the Ivy League, but 
nobody even talks about that. So the most practi- 
cal course might be to try to restore some hon- 
esty, if not amateurism, by legalizing full ath- 
letic scholarships and then policing them. The 
Big Seven and some other conferences permit 
pay for board, room, tuition, books arid limited 
incidentals, In theory, anyway, a boy will get 
no more at Oklahoma than at Missouri, and the 
choice of school is up to him. 

Illinois has taken a step in this direction by 
planning to channel all athletic aid through the 
Illinois Foundation, and permitting aid for board, 
Toom, tuition and other expenses, with a mini- 
mum scholarship requirement. This plan will 
work, however, only if it is strictly enforced and 
adopted by the Big Ten generally. It will not 
eliminate play-for.pay, but it ought to keep the 
price down.

Shortages—and Overcharges 

Vernon L. Nickell, State Superintendent of 
Schools in Illinois, has issued a statement about 
classroom shortages in Illinois.

AEC dragged into politics by Administration, member of Con- 
gresss Atomic Committee declares; Chairman's speech to New 
York Board of Trade called “perversions of truth"; Admiral 
largely blamed for stagnation of our atomic power program. 


A Statement by Representative Melvin Price of East St. Louis 


I wish to register a most emphatic 
re against the decision of the pres- 
nt Administration to drag the Atomic 
Energy Commission into politics. I 
refer particularly to a speech deliv- 
ered (to the New York Board of Trade) 
Oct. 10 by AEC Chairman Lewis 
Strauss, which was filled with distor- 
tions and outright misstatements of 
fact about the present nuclear, power 
program. ° 

His remarks ranged from blatant 
nonsense to ill-con- 
cealed perversions 
of the truth. For 
example, Adm, 
Strauss stated at 
one point that on 
the eve of Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's 
inauguration “no 
single reactor was 
being built to pro- 
duce power for 
commercial distri- 
bution” but that 
“within a week 
after the new 
(1954) atomic en- 
ergy law was en- 
acted, President Eisenhower broke 
ground for a full-scale nuclear power 
plant at Shippingport, Pa.” 

It appears that the AEC chairman 
has conveniently chosen to disregard 
the fact that the Shippingport reactor 
was authorized under the 1946 Atomic 
Energy Act, not the 1954 Act. 


At another point Strauss stated that 
the Shippingport project “is a proud 
achievement, and will come into being 
less than three years after it became 
possible for a company to build and 
operate a nuclear power plant.” 

Since the Shippingport project was 
authorized under the 1946 Act, it will 
come into being approximately 11 year's 
after the law permitted such construc- 
tions Well, the AEC chairman was 
only eight years off in his calculations. 

I take particular objection to the 
statement by Adm. Strauss that recent 
legislation proposed by the joint com- 
mittee to accelerate the civilian reactor 
program has as its intention to “waste 
the scarce talent needed to explore 
areas of richer promise in nuclear 
power.” 

This is indeed an insult to a con- 
gressional committee which has taken 
the lead in stimulating action to re- 
lieve current manpower shortages and 
in encouraging means for increasing 
our supply of technically trained man- 
power. 

As chairman of the Research and De- 
velopment subcommittee which recently 
held extensive hearings on the man- 
power problem, I resent this snide in- 
sinuation. 

In this connection, I note that Adm. 


Melvin Price 


Strauss recently has been critical of 
the previous Administration for bad 
judgment in the late 1940s which, he 
said, led to the present serious short- 
age of scientists and engineers. Since 
Mr. Strauss was a member of the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission at that time, it 
might be appropriate to ask what con- 
tribution he made to a better under- 
standing of the problem. 

In a preface to the main body of his 
speech, Adm. Strauss stated: “I pro- 
pose to give you facts and figures, and 
let them speak.” He then proceeded to 
say that we “have built a total of 82 re- 
actors in this country and 127 more are 
either already under construction or 


planned.” There is, of course, no 
breakdown of these two numbers: 
We now have the “figures,” but 


where are the “facts”? 


Further on he states that American 
business firms “aré already discussing 
contracts totaling more than $200,000.- 
000 for nuclear power plants abroad, 
and other negotiations are beginning.” 
Is this amount of $200,000,000 a “fact” 
or a “figure”? How factual is a discus- 
sion? How does the chairman know 
about it? 

At another point in his speech Adm. 
Strauss states that Shippingport “will 
be the world’s first large nuclear pow- 
er plant, exclusively for civilian use.” 


I suppose he thinks that by using 
this word “exclusively” he can slough 
over the fact that the British are plac- 
ing in operation this month a full-scale 
nuclear power plant which will produce 
both electricity and plutonium. 


Would it be that he is trying to gloss 
over the fact that this country is falling 
behind Britain and Russia in nuclear 
power development through the stagna- 
tion of our own program which he, 
himself, is largely responsible for as 
chairman of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission? 


Strauss spoke of the “smothering 
embrace” of Government monopoly in 
the atomic energy field prior to the 
1954 Act. Perhaps it might now ap- 
propriately be said that our program 
is in the “smothering embrace” of in- 
action on the part of the present Ad- 
ministration. 


Adm. Strauss concluded his speech 
with this smug observation: “We stand 
as the acknowledged world leader in 
every aspect of nuclear power develop- 
ment.” . 7 . 

How comforting it must be to lean 
back this way, propped up by your own 
complacency. 

It might be well to remind Adm. 
Strauss that the great city of Carthage 
once wallowed in the luxury of similar 
complacency and self-satisfaction. Ap- 
parently, the conquering legions were 
unimpressed. 


An Open Door for Churches

The Disciples of Christ in.the United 
States and Canada are asking their 
8000 churches to “encourage the devel- 
opment of neighborhoods where persons 
might live without racial barriers.”

Poncot, 
a police inspector from Nice, delves 
into these mysteries and enlivens the 
grandeur of the prose with some who- 
done-it sauce. 

We have been purposely vague in 
our account of the action, -since even 
a bare outline might spoil for readers 
the suspense artfully built up in this 
ambitious novel. Mr. Goldston has 
tangled, and masterfully, with some 
nasty problems of the Deity and the 
Devil. If some cures were effected in 
our group of pilgrims, there is a sus- 
picion that it was not the handiwork 
of God, but of his evil counterpart. 

In one passage Mr. Goldston reminds 
us that in emergency a defrocked priest 
is still enjoined by thé Church to. per- 
form certain services such as hearing 
confessions and administering the last 
rites. Perhaps it is the author’s plan 
to bpp his priest as the microcosm 
and Lucifer the macrocosm 4in only one 
of the fastinating patterns on his fic- 
tional tapestry. In some early asso- 
ciated literature of the Church, Lucifer 
is a romantic figure, a dethroned Pre- 
tender who will sometimes roam. the 
earth’ and play God. He will poésess 
Saints and cure the ailing to show off. 

To convey at least a faint idea 
author Goldston’s skilled construc 
of a drama of good and evil we have 
had to neglect such pi n as 
as the vivid characterization and lively 
dialogue, and leave only a hint of 
pungent backgrounding in the inn- 
keeper who watched his “willowy 
flection on the wall of the snic 
rain,” or the elderly lawyer, unwilling 
to leave Paris, who says, “I cannot be 
moved. ...I am like one of the old 
cats that climb all over the roofs at 
night.” 

The American author has completely 
effaced himself to present a novel that 
comes to us more like pages of @& 
journal blown about a Mediterranean 
beach ard then gathered with patient 
hands. Erudite, but superbly entertain- 
ing, it leaves us of course with a sense 
of pride in the craftsmanship, but also 
with a troubling concept of the poe 
sibility that there live spirits of good 
and evil who control us as we choose. 
But—as Goldston seems to question 
can we always choose’ or can 
spirits make us their hel battle 
ground?

Dr. Joseph W. Spelman, city 
medical examiner, said the 
AEC’s Washington office wanted 
to ship the bones of Dr. Ken- 
neth A. Koerber to the commis- 
sion’s Argonne laboratories in 
Chicago for study. 

Spelman stirred a controversy 
by announcing at an inquest 
that Koerber died last July 24 
from atomic radiation absorbed 
at an atomic research plant in 
Long Island more than nine 
years ago.

easily grow worse with the years, until you might later 
have a real problem on your hands. On the other hand, 
your boy’s behavior does not necessarily suggest that any- 
thing is serious ‘wrong with him.

IT SEEMS TO BE CHIEFLY that right at the moment 
you as a disciplinarian are failing. Since you seem to be 
failing completely, there is nowhere you can go but up. 
Almost anything you do will probably be an improvement. 

And there is a good deal that you can do. We'd like 
to divide our advice into two parts. First, something that 
you can, if you like, try immediately. Second, some gen- 
eral basic suggestions for improving your management of 
your son. 

For immediate action, if you are quite a strong char- 
acter and really determined to improve things, you might 
try a rather drastic course of action. It may sound a little 
peculiar to you, but we know of several mothers with a 
problem similar to yours who have tried it with conspicu- 
ous success. 

You say that yougson won't do a single thing you ask 
of him. All right. For several days (a week if you're really 
a strong person) don’t ask him to do anything. Avoid say- 
ing “No.” Don't scold. Don’t nag. 

Even if he does some damage, avoid scolding. Merely 
remark, “Oh! You broke the dish!” In fact, avoid talking 
whenever possible. 


with it all. 
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WHAT YOU MAY FIND OUT is that you have been 
talking, nagging, saying “No,” scolding far too much. Many 
mothers of preschoolers don't realize how much (and how 
fruitlessly) they talk. 

Of course, before starting on this drastic course of ac- 
tion you will need to take certain precautions. So far as 
possible, put away breakable or valuable objects, Have the 
doctor’s phone number handy. Give up normal social ac- 
tivities. Enlist the services of your husband or some other 
relative or baby-sitter for giving absolutely essential com- 
mands and directions. 

This, of course, is not a normal or customary way for 
a mother to treat a preschooler. But in extreme cases it 
can act as a shock method to jar your child back into pay- 
ing attention when you do give a command or prohibition. 

Also, once you start demanding or commanding again, 
alk a great deal less than you did.

Eugene Gilbert's Research: Firm 
Has Asked 60,000,000 Questions 
To Get Facts on American Youth

NATIONAL manufacturer of household appliances is gearing 
much of its advertising to 14-year-old girls. The reasen? 
The peak year of marriage for girls in the United States is 


18 and the teen-ager is a potential customer. An established 
watchmaking firm tripled its sales by redesigning its product to 
the style preferred by young people rather than the kind given 
a faithful employe after 25 years of service. Manufacturers of 
cars and TV sets, furniture and cosmetics, as well as the more 
obvious candy, soft drink and record companies court the 13-to- 
20-year-old group with its annual buying power of $9,500,000. 


The man whose organization 
knows more about these teen- 
agers, their tastes, preferences 
and philosophy than anyone, is 
Eugene Gilbert whose Gilbert 


‘Youth Research Co. has con- 


ducted 5,000,000 interviews with 
young persons, asked 60,000,- 
000 questions, and influences 
the spending of $50,000,000 in 
advertising annually. In St. 
Louis recently to address the 
Women’s Advertising Club, Gil- 
bert can tell you the choice of 
young people from Presidential 
candidates to popsicles, clothes 
to conduct, what they think of 
big business, liquor, their par- 
ents, and rock 'n’ roll. He has 
been doing so recently in a syn- 
dicated series of articles on 
“What Young People Think,” 
which appears each week in the 
Everyday Magazine of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

Phenomenal as is his special- 
ty, the youth market, Gilbert 
himself is even more phenome- 
nal. Just 31 years old now, he 
started his business when he 
was editor of his school paper 
at Senn high school in = Chi- 
cago. His original project was 
part of.the Junior Achievement 
program, in which he is still 
much interested. One of two 
children of a widow, Eugene 
worked after school selling 
shoes. 

“I was quite concerned that 
the store where I worked en- 
joyed no teen-age business al- 
though they had a good reputa- 
tion and carried a line of sports 
shoes,” he recalls. “I talked 
them into a study of why teen- 
agers stayed away. We found 
they stayed away because they 
didn’t know the store handled 
sports shoes. It was that simple. 
The store began advertising to 
teen-agers and got their busi- 
ness.” 

Going on to Northwestern 
university, Gilbert did a major 
study for Marshall Field’s de- 
partment store which resulted

in the opening of a new depart- 
ment devoted to clothes for 
high school boys. Gilbert still 
wonders how he managed to do 
the selling jobs he did at that 
time. 

“I look back and it amazes 

e,” he says frankly. “I don’t 
know how I could have gone 
in and inspired confidence at 
the age of 19. But I had a lot 
more courage at that age than 
I have today. As an example, 
one of the studies we did re- 
quired six department stores to 
participate. I sold the concept 
of finding out what newspapers 
teen-agers were reading. I 
wouldn't dream of going to six 
department stores now and try- 
ing to sign all of them up in 
advance.”

sophomore year at North- 

western, he had invested $250 
to rent office space in the Loop 
in Chicago, purchase stationery 
and promotional literature. He 
offered to let a friend buy in 
for $100 but the friend con- 
sidered it too risky.

Gilbert rounded .up a staff of 
high school newspaper editors 
and branched out into more sur- 
veys. He quit college—later fin- 
ishing his education at night 
school—and by 1947 when he 
was 21, he was retained by NBC 
as a consultant and moved to 
New York. He now has a staff 
of 16, two in Chicago, 14 in his 
penthouse office on Madison 
avenue. This staff is for admin- 
istrative work. Much of the 
tabulating work is farmed out 
and for actual interviews, they 
employ 5000 high school and 
college students, on the theory 
that young people will talk 
more honestly to their contem- 
poraries. 


“We recruit them through the 
faculty, through editors of 
school papers,” Gilbert says. 
“We decide what the technique 
will be, and as you see here,” 
he leafed through pages of in- 
tricately outlined questions, 
“the interviews are quite com- 
plicated.”

Getting college interviewers 
is one of the problems Gilbert 
faces in his business and he 
found out last summer that the 
much publicized prosperity of 
youth had backfired on him. 

“We were trying to get some 
students in the Pacific North- 
west and I wrote to a student 
editor in Washington,” he says. 
“We pay the students $1.25 to 
$1.75 an hour depending on the 
assignment, which isn’t bad 
when you consider they don't 
have to go any place to work 
and can do the job at their 
leisure. I received a letter 
from: one student who said, ‘I'm 
not going to work for such 
coolie wages.’ He went on to 
say that he and his friends 
were going to Alaska to work 
in a canning factory for the

‘Don't Be a Slave to Fashion’ 


So Advises Style Expert; Author of New Book on France's Dressmakers

statement, not flamboyance. 
Add a dash of daring and soften 
with re-traint. Finally, dr-ss for 
the occasion and don't be a 
slave to fashion. 

That's the advice of Mary 
Brooks Picken, New York 
fashion éditor, former Kansas 
City dressmaking teacher, and 
author of 95 books subjects 
ranging from darn to Dior. 
Her most recent, in which she 
collaborated with Dora Loues 
Miller, is “Dressmakers of 
France,” a collection of biogra- 
phies of Paris couturieres. The 
publisher is Harper & Brothers. 


Not only in Paris but in 
Pumpkin Center, the colonel’s 
lady and Mrs. O’Grady are bet- 
ter-dressed these days than they 
used to be, Mrs. Picken said 
recently on a brief visit to St. 
Louis while en route to Kansas 
City. 

“They' re learning more about 
fabrics,” she said, “and they're

Costume jewelry and 
hats can do a great deal for one 
basic dress or suit, make it fit 
many occasions.” 

Mrs. Picken believes that 
even if a woman never even 
hems a dish towel, she'll learn 
to be better-dressed if she 
knows something about sewing. 

“A knowledge of sewing is a 


help in choosing clothes. You 
learn fabrics and quality of 
workmanship. 

“But aside from that, sewing 
is a therapeutic activity. I sew 
and I help others learn to sew 
because I like it. But I find it 
is extremely relaxing to me. If 
I start feeling sorry for myself 
or if I'm worried about some- 
thing, I sit down and make 
something and I'm all right 
again.

“There is. a philosophy of 
elegance which permeates every 
couture establishment in France 
—it must be felt by the head 
down to the least important of 
the needleworkers,” she writes. 
“There is a kind of pride that 
radiates throughout the house, 
best exemplified by the mid- 
inettes who peek from behind 
curtains and down stairwells to 
see the results of their efforts 
as they are shown to press and 
customers, One feels exhilira- 
tion in seeing the joy manifest- 
ed by all; even the lowliest 
worker who has had a part in 
building a collection.” 


. These collections, she said 
here, are so zealously guarded 
that few of the workers know 
what fashions their colleagues 
are working on. Thus, there is 
less chance of a leak in informa- 
tion before a collection is un- 
veiled. 

“Let’s say that workers in 


one room are assigned to work 
on chiffon dresses, and in the 
next room satin and in the 
next reom crepe.

No de- 
signer knows what the others 
are doing for the new season. 
The fact that they often hit 
upon the same trend is indica- 
tive of the creative mind which 
is so sensitive to the thoughts 
and attitudes of people.” 

Although American designers 
today rank with those from 
France in fashion leadership, 
Mrs. Picken still finds that 
Paris is an important center of 
the haute couture. 

“Labor costs, for instance, 
are much less there. And 
whereas a manufacturer here 
might tell his designer to 
create two costumes, one in 
crepe, the other in jersey, to 
retail at $49.50, the French de- 
signer will experiment in a 
number of different fabrics be- 
fore he finds just which one 
expresses the line and silhou- 
ette he wants. He is much less 
price-conscious than we are.”
